ON TO G L E N D A L E . 


P a ssen g er s F r e e d , A fter K ein g B lo ck a d ed 
T w enty-sLx D ays. 
[From R ecord-Union’s Special C orrespondent. 
A sh la n d (Or.), February 10th.—To-day 
was consumed in the reorganization of the 
outfit trains here under Mr. Pratt. 
Large 
quantities of 
beef and groceries 
were 
brought to the train,w hich is to start north 
to clear the track on the Oregon and Cali­ 
fornia line of slides, and repair the bridges 
and washouts. 
Several engines and cars went south to­ 
day, taking such of the shovelers as did 
not wish to go farther north. About sev­ 
enty-five men went back, and the places 
of those were taken by men hired here and 
at Steinm an's. 
This m orning trains laden w ith ties and 
rails and snow-shovelers were taken north 
beyond G rant’s Pass. The rem ainder of 
the outfit and Mr. P ratt’s car leaves for the 
north this afternoon at 4 o’clock, with the 
R ec o r d-U n io n ’s special correspondent on 
board. 
The run will probably be m ade to Glen­ 
dale, seventy miles, with but few stops, but 
from there on washouts and elides will 
impede the progress for some distance. 
T he passenger train from Portland which 
has been laying here ju st twenty-six days 
to-day, awaiting the opening of the road, 
will probably start south to-morrow or the 
day after, and this news nearly set the 
passengers w ild with joy. All, however, 
have been made as comfortable almost 
as they could wish, and meals have been 
furnished them in the new and elegant 
depot hotel, where the bill of fare is the 
best that is to be had. 
On the arrival of the train here nearly a 
m onth ago, many passengers seeing that 
the road was blocked, returned to Portland 
and had their m oney 
refunded them . 
Others stayed at Ashland in hopes that the 
road would soon be opened, and these are 
the ones who are here yet. 
They all appear satisfied, however, and 
the prospects of their moving so soon has 
brightened them up. 


M ORM O NS R O U T ED . 


T h e G e n tiles C arry S a lt L a k e by a G ood 
M ajority. 


S alt L a k e C it y (Utah), February 10.h.— 
The m unicipal election in this city, the re­ 
sult of which íb attracting the attention of 
the entire country, passed oil quietly to­ 
day, contrary to general expectation. 
The city has been crowded for days with 
special police, detectives and Deputy Mar­ 
shals, for the purpose of preventing illegal 
voting, which each party claimed 
the 
other would resort to, for the purpose of 
carrying the day. 
It was anticipated that 
an attem pt to challenge and arrest some 
voters would create trouble, which would 
result in riot and bloodshed. 
This, however, was not realized, though 
the excitem ent was intense. 
H alf the 
business houses closed, bands paraded the 
streets, and the thoroughfares were j »mmed 
w ith excited citizens, who realized that 
upon the result of to-day’s battle depended 
the future of the Mormon Church as a 
political organization. The voting passed 
off as quietly as it would in some hamlet 
fo ra country justice. 
Only six arrests were made for attemp- 
ing voting illegally, and these were made 
w ithout any demonstration from either 
side. 
Snow began falling early this m orning 
and continued until noon, when the sun 
came out, m elting the snow and turning 
the streets into rivers of slush. 
This did not deter the voters, m any of 
whom waded through the m ud to the 
polling places, while hundreds of carriages 
ran between the precinct’s headquarters 
and every part of the city, conveying voters 
to and from them . 
By noon 3,000 votes had been cast, 
which, by the poll books, showed that 
about 75 per cent, of the Mormons’ regis­ 
tered vote had been cast, and about 50 per 
cent of the Liberal. 
At this hour the estimated returns at the 
latter’s headquarters gave them a majority 
of 207 votes, though up to 11 o’clock the 
Mormons had a majority ranging from 200 
to 300. 
A t 5 o’clock the estimated returns from 
every ward in the city gave the total vote— 
6.298—divided as follows: Gentiles, 3,443; 
Mormons, 2,855. 
A t G o’clock to-night Chairman Powers 
claims the Gentile m ajority reaches 1.400. 
This, however, is denied’ by Chairman 
Richards, who says it is impossible to say 
which side is victorious till the complete 
returns are in. 
The leaders of the Mormons claim that 
flim-llammers and fraud has been the 
order of the day w ith the Gentiles, and if 
they are victorious, it will have been by 
these methods, and in this event the M or­ 
mons will contest the election to the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States. 
L ater.—T he polls ciosed at 6 o'clock and 
the Liberal leaders posted a bulletin in the 
windows at their headquarters claiming a 
m ajority of 1,200. 
The news soon spread over the city and 
the Gentiles took possession. Every Gentile 
building in the city was decorated with 
flags and lanterns, and fireworks were sent 
up from hundreds of house-tops, cannons 
boomed and bonfires were seen upon every 
corner, while hundreds of men in line 
paraded the streets with drum s and torches, 
howling like wild men over their victory. 
No such a scene was ever witnessed in 
U tah as can be seen in Salt Lake to-night. 
The Mormons rem ain indoors and have 
nothing to say on the result, except that the 
election was carried by fraud, and that they 
will surely contest it. 
They adm it their defeat, but claim the 
m ajority will not exceed 400. 
Official returns will not be in until late 
to-night. 
THE CITY ALL EXCITEMENT. 
A t 10 o’clock the crowds upon the streets 
become so great that street cars were com­ 
pelled to stop running and all traffic wa9 
suspended. 
The excitem ent is increasing, and cele­ 
bration doubtless will continue until m orn­ 
ing. Now itbstanding the great excitement, 
the spirit of good nature prevails and there 
is no disposition shown to quarrel or raise 
disturbance. 
Saloons are all closed, aud 
not a single drunken m an is to be seen on 
the streets. 
At 11 o’clock the official returns from 
every precinct in the city but one give 
George M. Scott (Gentile), for Mayor, 1,240 
votes; Spencer Clawson (M ormon), 532.

8 a l t L a k e (Utah), February 10th.— 
Speaking editorially upon to-day’s contest. 
Judge C. C. Goodwin of the Tribune says : 
“A great wave of thankfulness will sweep 
over U tah to-day. The blow delivered yes­ 
terday upon Mormonism as a political 
power was a terrible one, and the news of 
it w ill strike upon thousands of hearts like 
a visible answer to prayer. 
“ February 10. 1890, m arks an epoch in 
U tah's history. To the m ental vision of 
the old narrow fanatics it will seem almost 
like one of those cataclysms which science 
denom inates a geological period. 
They 


will be forced to pause and ask themselves 
if it is possible for all the years they have 
been mistaken, aud their hearts will be 
very sore. 
“ We believe that on the other band 
twice 10,000 women, who are bound in the 
toils of M ormonism, will, while kissing 
their babies to sleep to-night, thank God 
that the cup they were forced to drink will 
be dashed from their children's lips. 
“ We believe that the great body of youne 
U tah will rejoice openly or secretly at the 
result. 
“In the hearts of the Gentiles, who have 
waited, and watched, and worked for this 
day, the thought is one of exultation and 
profound thanksgiving. 
They have not 
worked w ith selfish motives. They have 
never from the first asked aught except 
that the Mormon power would assimilate 
itself to American laws. 
“They have never worked for anything 
except what they believed would be of as 
m uch benefit to the Mormons as to them ­ 
selves. The struggle has been to Ameri­ 
canize Utah, and as the central stake of the 
SaiDts’ kingdom passes out of saintly con­ 
trol, the Americans 
are able to point 
grandly to their record here, which is not 
stained by one wrong done by them , which 
has been sim ply one m ighty and long con- 
tiDued struggle to make the trium ph. 
“It is a false charge that they have ever 
attacked a religion, or that they have ever 
sought to injure a Mormon in person or 
property. 
They have struck deadly blows

SIOUX LAND BOOraHRa. 


G rand K ush fo r th e C lro io c B o tto m 
L an d S ectio n s. 
S t. P a u l , February 10th.—A Pioneer 
Press (Chamberlain) special says; The loud 
report ol a cannon this afternoon started 
the crowd of people camped here awaiting 
an opportnnity to get upon the- Sioux 
Reservation lands, which turned oat to be 
the signal for the town-site boomers; who 
were secreted in the heavy tim ber on 
American Island, to get upon the coveted 
bottom, on the west side of the river. 
Im mediately the representatives off the 
various combinations sent here for the p u r­ 
pose of securing this tract were in motion, 
and teams with loads of lum ber started on 
a dead run across the river, but it was evi­ 
dent that the local town-site boomers bad 
secured an im portant advantage by reason 
of their close proxim ity to the lands. 
It was a grand sight, viewed from the 
high bluffs, where several thousand people 
had gathered, to see as m any more take 
part in this exciting event. 
’ Indian police, num bering nearly 100, had 
been placed as a guard to prevent any 
prem ature invasion, but they stood dazed 
and helpless as they viewed the great and 
irresistible rush for the reservation. 
The most novel sight was the moving ot 
a large building, under which had been 
placed heavy tim bers and wheels. This, 
like other wagons, was pull across the 
by galloping horses. 
It took but a few m inutes tor several sec­ 
tions on the valuable bottom to be literally 
covered with claimants, and it will take a 
score of lawyers to solve the problem as to 
who are the rightful owners. 
The local townsite boomers undoubtedly 
secured an advantage over the other or­ 
ganized boomers by a few minutes, but 
among the boomers are a num ber who in­ 
tend to secure homestead filings if possi­ 
ble, which will complicate the m atter to 
such an extent as will result in a protracted 
legal struggle. 
W hile this rush was going on for the bot­ 
tom lands m any other intending settlers 
pushed prom ptly into the uplands and be­ 
gan at ODce erecting houses, and these pre­ 
pared to defend their rights as against the 
later settlers, determinedly guarding against 
any invasion of their lands. 
United States M arshal Fry and Indian 
Agent Anderson, assisted by the deputies 
and Indian police, were soon at work, vig­ 
orously attem pting to eject the invaders. 
The forces at their disposal were entirely 
inadequate to the requirements of the oc­ 
casion ; and while m any were notified and 
escorted to the river, there was not a large 
enough force to keep them there, and they 
quickly returned to their claims. 
To-night (he settlers are enc mped on 
their claims. If it should transpire that 
the proclamation did not nam e a future 
day for opening the claims the settlem ent 
would undoubtedly hold good, regardless 
of the fact that the claimants were ejected. 
A new Land Office wilil be organized 
at once, and be in running order by the 
tim e the land is surveyed, when the filings 
will be tendered by the settlers. 
T he land is as yet unsurveyed and set­ 
tlers have 
to 
secure squatters’ rights. 
There were a num ber of sm ashups in the 
rush, but as yet no fatalities have been re­ 
ported. 
The city is in a great uproar to-night. 
Bells are ringing, whistles blowing, and 
caDnons booming. By m orning the ap­ 
pearance on the reservation for many 
miles in every direction will have under­ 
gone a great transform ation. 
Settlers who have lum ber on the ground, 
were erecting houses,by lights. The m orn­ 
ing sun will shine on scores of new houses 
m any grouped in the new town on the 
west side ot the river. 
Local townsiters who got advantage of 
the other boomers for possession of the 
townsite have arranged for a representation 
in nearly fifty different branches of busi­ 
ness. 
iD sid e of forty-eight hours b n ild in g s will 
be erected and everyth in g in r u n n in e order, 
w ith a population of tw o or th ree thou­ 
sand. 
It is fortnnate the proclamation came at 
this time, as a tew weeks later the crossing 
of the river would be dangerous. 


SO U TH ER N C A L IF O R N IA . 


San B ern a rd in o , T h o u g h a L ittle L ate, 
W ill Im ita te O rovitle. 
N ew Y o r k , February 10th.—San Bernar­ 
dino county’s Exposition, which was ad­ 
vertised to open in this city to-day, will 
not open until W ednesday evening, owing 
to the non-arrival of a portion of the ex­ 
hibits, the result of the storms which have 
interfered with rail transportation largely. 
The place selected for the show is very 
central, being at the gore made by Broad­ 
way, Sixth avenue and Thirty-fifth street. 
The building selected is the arm ory of the 
Seventy-first Infantry. The Sixth avenue 
elevated trains pass every two or three 
m inutes on one side, and the Broadway 
surface cars go in close order on the other 
side of the building 
The prom inent position of the building 
on the gore makes it possible for the ban­ 
ners arranged on the sides and front of the 
the building advertising the show to be 
seen several blocks. The Exhibition Hall 
consists of a m ain hall, which has a floor 
space of about 100 feet square, so arranged 
w ith columns and arches as to furnish a 
first-class opportunity for display. There 
are eight other rooms of good size, well 
lighted. 
The facilities, in brief, are snch that 
m any thousand persons can readily go to 
«nd witness the Exposition daily. Á series 
of taking banners are already suspended on 
the Sixth-avenue side of 
the building 
which announce that the Exposition shows 
“Southern California as it is,” "an oraDge 
grove in bloom and beauty ;” also, that 
there are on exhibition "one hundred thou­ 
sand oranges, lemons, limes, pomalos, etc., 
constituting a sea of fragrant gold.” 
Orange trees w ith ripe fruit on the 
branches are in place in Exhibition Hall. 
They came through in seven days and are 
in very fine condition. 
It is feared that the 
gas with which the rooms ar* lighted will 
injure them . 
It is possible that electric 
lighting may be adopted by the tim e the 
show opens. 
The work of preparation ie going on rap­ 
idly. Taoles draped w ith red are arranged 
about the halls, and piles of oranges have 
been placed on them . 
It ia explained by 
the exhibitors that this is expected to be 
very largely and distinctly an orange show , 
while representing alL the products of the 
soil and the m ines of San Bernardino 
county. 
T he show will be divided in seven sec­ 
tions, to represent the seven orange pro­ 
duction districts. These will be represented 
respectively by E. W. Holmes, of FSver- 
side, his section occnpying about one- 
fourth of the entire space; C. T. Gifford, of 
Redlands; E. E. Leach, of O ntario; J. W. 
Craig, Rialto; J. C. Scott and J. P. Clum, of 
San Bernardino, and G. W. Bjryant, of 
Banning district. 
_ _ 
There are five carloads of exhibits here.

GUSH! 
That settles it—a gushing reporter of 
the great metropolis makes the transcon­ 
tinental wires burn with the statement 
that “Mr. Cleveland went to church on 
Sunday and wore his inevitable and states­ 
manlike frock-coat and dark overcoat.” 
We now know, if we never did before, that 
the frock-coat is statesmanlike, and that 
so, too, is a dark overcoat. Whoever, 
therefore, hereafter appears in a frock- 
coat must be assumed to be in appearance 
statesmanlike. He will also realize that 
the frock-coat is inevitable, among other 
things. This same reporter who transmits 
the astounding intelligence referred to, in­ 
forms an astonished world that ‘‘Mr. and 
Mrs. Cleveland walked to church 
aye, 
“walked”—and more than that, “they at­ 
tracted very little attention.” The raptur­ 
ous youth who indited this bit of gush adds 
that “it was a strange thing to see a man 
who a twelve-month ago wouid have been 
followed by a curious crowd, walking 
calmly and slowly with his wife across 
Fifty-seventh street.” We, too, on the 
western confines of civilization, are ex­ 
pected to he amazed that Mr. Cleveland 
showed no agitation, for it is not every 
man who can cross Fitfy-seventh street 
“calmly” with his wife. We tremble to 
think, however, what might have been, 
had Mr. Cleveland attempted to cross 
Fifty-eighth street, “calmly and slowly, 
with his wife.” We are just a little in the 
fog as to why the reporter considered it so 
“strange a thing” that Mr. Cleveland 
should be able to walk to church through 
the streets of New York City without be­ 
ing embarrassed by a crowd at his heels. 
The suggestion of the strangeness of the 
absence of the crowd it must be confessed 
does not sound complimentary to the good 
manners of Manhattanites. Mr. Cleve­ 
land has this to ponder upon—that George 
Washington went about his business in his 
day without the annoyance of a crowd 
dangling after. 
Jefferson was a man 
among men, too, notwithstanding that he 
had filled such exalted civic positions as 
he did. But, seriously, this proueness of 
the reportorial fraternity to man worship 
is nauseating. It is worse—it is un-Amer­ 
ican, and we venture the thought that no 
man will be more disgusted with it 
than sensible Mr. Cleveland, who is a cit­ 
izen among citizens, and nothing more. 
The publishers of newspapers really ought 
to make one supreme effort to secure the 
services of native-born reporters who have 
been educated to a true appreciation of 
the relation of the citizen to the Govern­ 
ment and the people at large. 


T h e McCutcheon bill in the House of 
Kepresentatives, to double the allowance 
by the Federal Government for the pro­ 
motion of the interests of the Isational 
Guard, ought to pass. A nation like ours’ 
that has practically no standing army, and 
that needs none, should be solicitous to 
sustain a well-organized militia. It can 
only be done by liberal expenditure. Citi­ 
zens will enter the National Guard and 
freely give the time essential to the dis­ 
charge of the duties assumed, but the State 
allowances for the Guard are not sufficient 
to relieve the membership from expense. 
W hile the Federal Government is not ex­ 
pected to contribute to these expenses, it can 
greatly encourage enlistment in the Guard, 
and stimulate the spirit of organization by 
better arming it, by giving aid to its annual 
encampments, by furnishing it camp 
equipage and supplies, and in supplying 
instructors for battalion exercises, and gen­ 
erally by manifestation of a solicitous de­ 
sire, expressed through the officers of the 
regular army, for the thorough organiza­ 
tion and drill of the Guard. The fathers 
were wise when they declared that the 
safety of the Government depends not upon 
its regular troops, but upon a well-disci­ 
plined and thoroughly-organized militia. 


T iie decision of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois, in the case of the convicted An­ 
archists, does not go totliequestion of their 
guilt, but relates simply only to a certain 
formality in the procedure of their sen­ 
tence. There is, therefore, no reason what­ 
ever to anticipate any reversal of the 
judgment of conviction. Indeed, there is 
nothing before the Appellate Court upon 
which it can review the findings. 


R e fe rirx g to the settlement of the 
Satcoan question, our esteemed contempo­ 
rary. the San Francisco Alta, says that the 
new treaty appears to grant all that the 
Germans demanded. This statement is 
accompanied by a sneer at those who ob­ 
jected to the “fold your hands policy” of 
Mr. Bayard. Now, the Alta's statement is 
worse than dogmatic—it lacks the essen­ 
tial element of truth. Let it, if it can, 
point out a single feature in the treaty 
that deuies any position taken by the 
people of the United States. The truth is 
that everything this Government, through 
its Commission, claimed, is conceded in 
the treaty. We pointed out the other day 
what these things are and called attention 
to the fact that the only new feature is 
one concerning the establishment of the 
Supreme Court and the jurisdiction given 
it. But in that there is nothing iuimieal 
to the interests of the United States, nor 
anything especially favorable to Ger­ 
many. The triumph ol the United States 
In the matter is found in three clauses of 
the treaty—the establishment, with such 
foreign interference as is necessary, of 
Samoan independence; the restoration of 
Malietoa, his recognition a» King and the 
retiracy of the claims of Tamasese; the 
admission that notwithstanding the greater 
commerce and greater trade interests of 
Germany in Samoa, the United States is 
recognize-1 on equality there with the 
other powers in every respect, whereas 
Germany's constant contention was that 
her greater interests gave her the right to 
dominate in the affairs of the islands. 
The A lla is very witty and expert in the 
matter of short editorial notes, but it will 
improve such as that to which we refer by 
adhering to historical facts. 


T h e hot-headed voting Duke of Orleans 
who made such a theatrical entry into 
Paris the other day, is the brother of the 
•xiew Queen of Portugal, and the two are 
very intimate and close in each other’s 
cour.se!. It is not at all surprising, there­ 
fore, that the action o! 
lad should have 
given new life to the Iiopuolican spirit in 
Portugal. It is just possible that this at­ 
tem pt on the part of royalty to assert it3 
diaim of right to rule over men whether 
ish it or not, will prove a Gods md 
publicans in Europe.

The Trustees to be Asked to Make a 
Sutilcient Tax Levy. 
The monthly meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Improvement Association 
was hell last evening at the office of Secre­ 
tary Baker, President Lnhrs in the chair' 
There were present Messrs. C. H. Cum­ 
mings, S. Tryon, F. 11. Shields, John 
Batcher, C. E. Grunsky, O. W. Erlewine, 
Dr. Parkinson, W. D. Comstock and Dr. 
Briggs. 
President Lnhrs reported that a commit­ 
tee had been out canvassing for subscrip­ 
tions to the stock of the proposed Citizens' 
Grading Company, and had met with great 
encouragement. He had no doubt that 
within two weeks a capital of $25 000 could 
bs raised. It bad been figured out that the 
streets could be improved for about $1 per 
front foot. 
' 
Mr. Grunsky said it was desirable that 
the City Trustees should declare in favor of 
having the city pay for ail street intersec­ 
tions. The streets were for the benefit of 
teamsters and others who use them, and 
property-owners should not be required to 
pay for that work specially. 
Mr. Erlewine agreed with Mr. Grunsky. 
Formerly there was a separate tax levied 
for improving street intersections. He had 
talked with a great many citizens on the 
subject, and all bad expressed themselves 
in favor of having the city pay the cost of 
grading the intersections. 
Mr. Grunsky moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to call upon the City 
Trustees and urge them to adopt the course 
suggested. 
The motion was carried, and the Chair 
appointed as such committee Messrs. C. E. 
Grunsky, W. D. Comstock and O. W. Erle- 
wiue. 
In reply to a question. President Luhrs 
stated that the grading company, of course, 
expected to provide its own traction- 
engine, wagons, etc., to do its work, the 
same as any other company would have to 
do. The City Trustees could not furnish 
wagons to any company or individuals en­ 
gaged in private business. 
¡Secretary Baker read a communication 
from the Superintendent of the Permanent 
Exposition Building, stating that during 
January 612 persons had visited the build­ 
ing.There was some discussion over the mat­ 
ter of the advisability of maintaining the 
Permanent Exposition Building. 
No action was taken in the matter. 
Dr. Patbinson said he thought a commit­ 
tee should be appointed lo call upon the 
City Trustees and urge upon them the 
necessity of a sufficient tax levy to meet 
the various wants of the city for levee and 
drainage improvement, intersection work 
and kindred matters. 
Mr. Cummings held that the levees 
should bs made so high and strong that 
their impregnability would be manifest to 
the outside world. It would be best to ex­ 
pend $100,000 the coming year and after 
that a small annual outlay would be re­ 
quired. Our officials seemed to be afraid 
of levying a high tax, but it was a mis­ 
taken notion. The best way was to do a 
thing properly, no matter what the cost 
might be. So far as he was concerned, the 
man who talked low taxes to him, under 
existing circumstances, would not increase 
his (the speaker’s) confidence in his fitness 
for public office. 
Mr Erlewine said that Sacramento was 
better ofF than many places, so far as taxes 
are concerned. He read from a local paper, 
printed at Dalles City, 111., where they 
have no water works, to show that the 
people there thought themselves fortunate 
to ge: off with a tax levy of $3 30. Of this, 
$1 50 was for school purposes alone. 
Dr. Briggs indorsed what Dr. Parkinson 
had slid about the necessity for an in­ 
creased tax levy for levee purposes. The 
Levee Committee of the Association should 
arrive at some estimate of what was re­ 
quired and then present the matter to the 
City Board of Trustees. He made a mo­ 
tion to that effect, which was carried 
unanimously. 
The meeting then adjourned. 


SCHOOL OF INDUSTRY. 
Prison Directors Devlin anti DePue Ex­ 
am ine the Proposed Site. 
On Saturday last Prison Directors De7liq 
and DcFue went to lone to examine the 
proposed site of the State School of In­ 
dustry. They were received by the citi­ 
zens with an artillery salute, while rockets 
blazed in the air. 
The Direc’ors were pleased with what 
they saw. The tract ¡3 near lone, between 
the Sacramento and Plymouth highways. 
It includes u little over 300 acres. Out of the 
appropriation of $160,000, $61,500 wi.i be 
paid for the water-power and site, and the 
balance for the building. The agreement 
with the lone people is that they are to 
supply 750 inches of water daring eight 
months of the year and 250 inches during 
four months.

ENGLISH SNOBBISHNESS. 
Lord Stanley Has Offended the Whole of 
Canada. 
Ottawa (Ont.). February 10th.—Lord 
Stanley, the Governor General, has raised 
a storm of indigestion among the members 
of Parliament which threatens to make 
him one oí the most unpopular Governors 
Canada has ever had. 
The charge is boldly made by members 
of Parliament that representatives of the 
country, aseembled at the Capital, have 
been insulted seriously by Stanley. 
It has been the custom for many yeats 
for the Queen's representative in Canada to 
give a state ball at the Government House 
during the session of the Federal Parlia­ 
ment. At this session there will be 110 
state ball, nominally because Lady Stanley 
is said to be indisposed, but in reality be­ 
cause his Excellency and the vice regal 
household are averse to having the vulgar 
crowd of people invade the privileged pre­ 
cincts of the vice-regal residence. 
As a compromise between his duty and 
his highly aristccratic propensities, Stan­ 
ley has issued cards for dances to take 
place at llideau Hall on Tuesday and Fri­ 
day of this week. 
When this diversion from the usual cus­ 
tom was announced, it caused considerable 
dissatisfaction, and when the invitations 
were ail out the storm of indignation 
knew no bounds, when it was known that 
scores of members of Parliament, Senators 
and the elite of the society at tne capital 
were to be excluded from the social gayeties 
of the vice regal residence. 
This feeling was still further intensified 
to day when it became known that scarcely 
a single person engaged in trade has been 
invited, and that in many instances Gov­ 
ernment employes, working at low salaries 
but who boast of high English ancestry, 
were honored, while members of Parlia­ 
ment, wealthy citizens and merchant 
princes had been utterly ignored. 
A prominent member of the Commons 
from British Columbia told your corre­ 
spondent that the action of Stanley was 
English aristocratic snobbishness, which 
called for some notice by the Parliament of 
the country. It was outrageous, he said, 
that representatives of the people in the 
Pacific provinces should, with one excep­ 
tion, be ignored by the Queen’s representa­ 
tive, while a young Englishman, who was 
at one time private secretary to Lieutenant- 
Governor Trntch, and who was discharged 
for fast habits, should receive invitations to 
Rideau Hall because his father was Chief 
Justice of England. 
Expressions equally strong come from 
all side3, and Stanley has found his posi­ 
tion to day exceedingly warm and uncom­ 
fortable.

THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 
She Promises New Departures for 
Ireland, 
London, February 10th.—The Queen’s 
speech was read at the ministerial dinner 
to night. It opens with reference to the 
cordial relations existing with all foreign 
countries. Portugal, it says, has acceded 
to the request of England in regard to Cen­ 
tral Africa The Samoan settlement is 
briefly alluded to, and there is a promise to 
lay before Parliament ail the papers relat­ 
ing to the Samoan conference and to the 
extradition treaty with the United States. 
Her Majesty expresses hopes for good 
results from the federation movement in 
Australia. In home legislation Ireland 
will demand a prominent place in the at­ 
tention of Parliament. 
Her Majesty is glad to announce a 
marked diminution in the amount of 
agrarian crimes. 
There is a promise to 
introduce a land-purchase bill and a local 
government bill and other measures for 
improving the material interests of Ire­ 
land.

AGAINST SILVER. 
London Hankers Prevent the Issue of 
Pound Notes. 
London, February 10:h.—The Financial 
News says that the opposition of bankers 
has killed the proposed legislation in Par­ 
liament for the issue of £1 notes. 
[The legislation referred to is in regard to 
a proposition that the Bank of England 
should be permitted to purchase a certain 
amount of silver bullion per month, and 
against the reserve issue notes of £1 de­ 
nomination, redeemable in silver coin. At 
present the bank is limited to a circulation 
of gold notes, the lowest denomination of 
which is £5. The new movement was 
urged by the friends of silver abroad, wbo 
have been working hand in hand with 
American mine owners in an attempt to 
obtain more favorable legislation for the 
metal.]

HOT GUILTY. 


JTJDGE BUCKLEY SAYS C H A L L A N SHOT 


IN SE LF D EFEN SE. 


M rs. O rr an d M iss W h e e la n D isb e lie v e d

The Police Court was crowded alm ost to 
suffocation point yesterday during the pre­ 
lim inary exam ination of Peter Chalman, 
charged with them urder of Edw ard Snook. 
The taking of testim ony for the defense 
was resum ed after Judge Buckley had dis­ 
posed of his “drunk” calendar, and Mrs. 
M attie McMastere was called to the witness 
stand. She was a m arried lady, she said, 
and was employed as a saleslady in an np 
town dry goods bouse. On the night of the 
homicide, she, in com pany w ith John 
Ciancy and Mrs. Colgrove, were walking 
hom ew ard, and noticed a tall young m an, 
wearing a light overcoat, walk np J street 
and turn the corner iuto N inth. 
H e 
walked about half a block ahead of them 
on the Plaza sidewalk, toward I street. 
Mrs. Colgrove thought he was a young 
m an nam ed Brice, with whom she was ac­ 
quainted. 
The young m an w aited up to 
the corner of N inth and I streets, and there 
m et a tall lady and talked with her. 
Mr. 
Clancy, said the witness, rem arked as they 
passed the young m an th at it was Ed. 
Snook. 
Mrs. Mary Colgrove gave testim ony sim ­ 
ilar to th at of Mrs. McMasters. 
She was 
very positive that the gentlem an ahead of 
them had on a light overcoat, and never 
was out of her sight until after she had 
passed him . 
"Could the gentlem an you saw ahead of 
yon have crossed over from the southeast 
to the northeast corner of N inth and I 
streets?” asked attorney Jones of the pros­ 
ecution during his cross-exam ination of 
the witness. 
“No,” was the reply. 
“ You are positive of that?” 
“ I am .” 
Mrs. K ate Fentzing, who keep3 a coffee­ 
house on K street, was the next witness. 
She said she was well acquainted with A n­ 
nie W heelan, having worked with her at 
the Saddle 
Bock 
Restaurant. 
Several 
weeks ago A nnie showed her a letter from 
Chalm an, which was profuse w ith declara­ 
tions of love and affection. The witness 
told Annie that she should not encourage 
Chalm an, but the girl only laughed and 
said it was lots of fun. 


CHALMAN TESTIFIES. 
There was quite a stir in the Court­ 
room when attorney Grove L. Johnson 
bade his client, Chalman, take the stand. 
“My nam e is Peter Chalman. 
I am a 
Swede,” began the defendant in a low but 
steady voice. 
“ W ere you at the Plaza last Monday 
nig h t?” asked Mr. Johnson. 
"Y es.” 
“Did you m eet anybody there?” 
“I m et A nnie W heelan there bv appoint­ 
m ent.” 
“ W here cid yon m et h er?” 
“ Half-way between I and J, on N inth.” 
“ W ell, now, go on and tell us w hat took 
place there.” 
“ As we m et,” said Chalman, after some 
hesitation, "she said, ‘Well, you picked up 
courage enough to come, did you?’ I 
didn't answer, I don’t think. W e started 
to walk up toward I street, and two gentle­ 
m en passed us. 
W e turned up I street, 
end when we bad walked about a third of 
the way I took the outside of the sidewalk. 
I had been previously walking on the in­ 
side. She was accusing m e of throw ing 
slurs at her in the restaurant, and wanted 
to know why I didn't leave town, as I said 
I would. W e had taken but a few more 
steps when she stopped and faced me. I 
was facing Tenth street. She said, ‘There’s 
'a gentlem an,’ and before I could look I was 
struck in the eye. I ta d seen nor heard 
no one coming up behind us, and didn’t 
know a m an was around until I was 
struck. H e h it me twice, and said some­ 
thing like ‘Persecuting a girl.’ 
I was 
dazed, and, thinking my life in danger, 
pulled ray pistol and fired. 
I did not 
know the m an and had no feeliDg against 
him .” 
UNDER F IR E . 
Charles T. Jones, special attorney for the 
prosecution, subjected Chalm an to a rigid 
cross-examination and kept him on the 
stand for a considerable length of time. 
"Y ou say that you m et Miss W heelan by 
appointm ent?” began the attorney. 
“ Yes.” 
“ W here was that appointm ent m ade?” 
“A t the Saddle Rock Restaurant, where 
she and I work. She asked m e to meet 
her at the plaza at 8:30 o’clock. 
I asked 
her if any of her fellows would be there 
and she said no. I then said, all right.” 
“W hy did yon ask her about her fellows?” 
“Because she had previously threatened 
to have me thrashed or killed.” 
“ W hy? 
Had yon done her any harm ?” 
“No; nothing.” 
The attorney for the defense at this 
point interposed an objection to any more 
questions on this point, as it was not cross­ 
exam ination, but Judge Buckley over­ 
ruled the objection. 
“H ad you and Miss W heelan never quar­ 
reled?” resumed Mr. Jones. 
“No.” 
“ W ell, then, why would she have you 
thrashed ?” 
"I don’t know .” 
“Then you didn't expect any trouble 
that night?” 
“ Yes, I did; on account of her having 
threatened me. After leaving the Saddle 
Rock that night. I went to the alley off 
Sixth street, between J and K, where I met 
a friend of mine, who loaned m e a pistol.” 
“ W ho was that m ac?” 
“ Mr. Fentzing, the husband of the lady 
who was just on the witness stand.” 
“You had a knife, too; where did you 
get it?” 
“ At the restaurant.” 
“ Did you grind it purposely, for use that 
night?” 
“No.” 
“Now, Peter, didn’t you go there armed 
that night for the purpose of compelling 
Miss W heelan to m arry you, arid weren't 
you determ ined that if anybody interfered, 
it would be at the peril of his life?” 
“No; I O D ly wanted to defend m y life.” 
The attorney then questioned Chalman 
at length regarding the conversation he 
had with Fentzing. Chalman was at first 
reticent about it, and said he did not re­ 
m em ber w hat he said to him . 
But by dint 
of 
persistent 
questioning, 
M r. Jones 
brought out the fact that Chalman told 
Fentzing that be expected to be killed, and 
was going to use the pistol, if necessary. In 
answer to further questions, Chalm an said 
he loved Annie. 
W hen they m et that 
night he talked pleasantly, but she accused 
him of throwing sjprs at her. H e did get 
angry, though, but did not raise his hand 
to her. 
“Did Mr Snook strike you from behind? 
asked Mr. Jones. 
“No,” was the reply. ‘ H e stepped up 
beside me. 
I don’t remember having toid 
anybody that I was struck from behind." 
“ W hat was Snook d c i D g after he struck 
you?” 
“ I don’t know .-’ 
The Court at this point took a recess. 


PET EK ’S MEM ORY. 
The cross exam inaron of Chalm an was 
resum ed in the afternoon. 
"D idn't vcu,” said Mr. Jones, “deny 
having a pistol when the officers arrived?” 
" I don't rem em ber.” 
“D idn’t you throw away your pistol?” 
“I don’t know .” 
“ W hat do you rem em ber about the affair, 
a n y h o w ? ’ 
, 
, „ 
“ Everything up to the tim e I was struck. 
“ How m any times were you struck?” 
“ I don’t know. 
I think twice or three 
tim es. I didn't attem pt to defend myself 
w ith m y fists. 
He did not put his hand on 
m y shoulder and turn m e around, as tes­ 
tified to.” 
“ How did you hold the pistol w hen you 
fired ?” 
' 
“I don’t know. 
I shot aim lessly.’ 
“D idn’t you intend to kill h im ?” 
“I don’t know. A ll I thought of was to 
defend m y life.” 
“How was your life in danger?’ 
"W ell, he struck m e.” 
c 2 r . Jones then went over the details of 
die appoinlm ent m ade between Chalm an 
and Miss W heelan, and questioned him to 
great length. 
There were no new develop­ 
m ents. however. 
A t the conclusion of C halm an's testi­ 
m ony. A ttorney Johnson announced that 
he had one more witness to cail, and asked 
the Court to wait until the desired witness 
arrived. Mr. Johnson said he had ju st re­ 
ceived a note from his son to the effect that 
Patrick Kelly had stated that he knew 
of parties who bad overheard the de­ 
ceased m aking arrangem ents to go in quest 
of Chalm an for the purpose of thrashing 
him . 
„ 
A reces3 mas taken, but Mr. K elly socn 
arrived, and Court re-convencd. ^ 
W hen Mr, Johnson asked K elly for the 


names of the parties who had overheard 
the arrangem ents, the witness denied all 
knowledge of the m atter. 
Mr. JohDson was dazed. “ W hy,” said 
be, “didn’t you tell W . W. Cone and Sam 
H arvey in yonr snioon last Saturday night 
about it, and didn't you tell my son, H iram 
Johnson, of it to-day?” 
“No, sir,” replied the witness very em- 
phaticaliy. 
Mr. Johnson said he could prove that 
Kelly had said w hat he now denied, b at 
Mr. Jones objected to it, as it wouid cut no 
figure in the case and was not proper testi 
rnony. 
Mr. Johnson insisted that Kelly 
should tel! what he knew. 
“If he did say 
what Cone, H arvey and m y son say he 
did,” said Mr. Johnson, "he is not doing 
his duty as a citizen to the people, to him ­ 
self, or to his God, in refusing to tell it 
now.” 
District A ttorney B runer rose at this 
point and said he saw no reason why Cone 
or others should be brought into Court to 
testify in an im m aterial m atter. 
“ Mr. 
Kelly has denied that he told them any­ 
thing,” said Mr. Bruner, “and that ought 
to end it. 
I am willing to believe him . 
The law does not perm it Mr. Johnson to 
contradict or cross-examine his own w it­ 
ness.” 
MR. JOHNSON GETS MAD. 
Mr. Johnson arose pale and mad. He 
felt that Mr. B runer's remarks, in reference 
to taking Kelly’s word, was a reflection on 
H iram Johnson’s veracity, and he in ti­ 
mated that Mr. B runer was no geutleruan 
for m aking such an assertion, 
" ify son 
always epeaks the truth,” said Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son, “and I will resent any insinuations to 
the contrary.” 
Mr. B runer said he had a right to believe 
what he saw fit, and Mr. Johnson reiterated 
that if Mr. Bruner doubted his son’s word 
he was no gentleman. 
Matters were beginning to look serious, 
when attorney Jones interfered, and in­ 
duced the two lawyers to remain calm. 
H iram Johnson then arrived, and his 
father offered to prove by him that Kelly 
had not told the truth. 
The Court would not perm it the testi­ 
m ony, however. 
The trouble between Mr. B runer and Mr. 
Johnson broke out afresh then, and H iram 
Johnson wanted to talk. 
Judge Buckley poured oil on the troubled 
waters this time, and in a short tim e every­ 
thing was running sm oothly again. 
The defense rested, and the prosecution 
offered some testimony in rebuttal. 
Mr. Brisseli, the gentleman who stopped 
Chalman on the night of the killing, said 
he did not seethe two Swedes who testified 
last week that they were at the scene of the 
killing. 
Several other witnesses were called for 
the purpose of showing that the deceased 
and Mrs. Orr went out walking together, 
and did not meet on the corner, but on 
Mr. Johnson’s objection none of the tes­ 
tim ony was admitted. 
The last witness called was E W . Smith, 
a young m an who works for Wells, Fargo 
A Co. 
H e was told to stand np, so that all 
m ight see him . 
H e was very tall, broad­ 
shouldered and wore a ligbt overcoat, 
black stiff hat and a light m ustache. 
He 
testified that shortly before the shooting he 
walked up J street and turned up N inth on 
his way home. 
H e was wearing his light 
overcoat at the time. 
The object of producing this witness was 
to show that Mr. Clancy, Mrs. McMasters 
and Mis. Colgrove m ight have been m is­ 
taken in regard to seeing Snook alone on 
N inth street on that eventful night. 


T H E 
ARGUMENT. 
The prosecution then subm itted its C3se, 
and Mr. Jones announced that they were 
willing to subm it without argument. 
Mr. Johnson, however, after thinking 
the m atter over for some lime, said he 
thought the case should be argued, so it 
was agreed. 
City A ttorney Church spoke briefly for 
the prosecution, and was followed by Dis­ 
trict A ttorney Bruner, who went further 
into the details. 
Mr. Johnson then made a lengthy and 
eloquent appeal for the discharge of Chal­ 
m an. It was 5:30 o’clock when the attor­ 
ney concluded, so another recess was taken 
until 7:30 o'clock. 
W hen the Courtjreconvened in the even­ 
ing, Attorney Charles T. Jones made the 
closing argum ent for the prosecution. The 
gentleman went over the testimony thor­ 
oughly, and m aintained that it pointed 
conclusively to cold-blooded m urder. 
A t the conclusion of Mr. Jones’ argument 
the case was submitted. 
A hnsh came over the large audience 
and all eyes were turned inquisitively upon 
Judge Buckley. A pin could have been 
heard to drop when he commenced to 
speak. 
T H E COURT’S RU LIN G . 
“The defendant in this case,” began his 
Honor, impressively, “is 
charged with 
having feloniously and with malice afore­ 
thought m urdered a m an—one Edward 
Snook. The defendant interposes a plea of 
self-defense. There is but little difference 
between the counsel as to the law of this 
case, and counsel have very fully reviewed 
the testimony on both sides; and it would 
be alm ost a waste of tim e for m e to give my 
views at length. But it seems to m ethat the 
salient points are as follows: The defend­ 
ant and Miss W heelan were acquainted 
and that acquaintance resulted 
in 
an 
estrangement. She had encouraged him 
in his attentions in the way of receiving 
sm all presents—a watch, a photograph and 
letters—from him . They made arrange­ 
m ents to meet at the Plaza, and talk the 
m atter over. 
I think from the testimony 
that she had a purpose in view and that 
she acquainted her purpose to Mrs. Orr, 
and pcs3ibly to the deceased—or Mrs. Orr 
may have acquainted the deceased. 
How­ 
ever, in the pursuance of that purpose Miss 
W heelan and Chalman met at the Plaza, 
and Mrs. Orr and the deceased were close 
by; and the deceased assaulted the defend­ 
ant. 
I do not think it was intended that it 
should be more than a whipping. 
“ The defendant having been threatened 
with punishm ent or death, believed that 
such would be the result of his meeting 
w ith Miss W heelan. Being in love with 
the young lady, and desirous of meeting 
her, he arm ed him self as a m atter of pre­ 
caution. H e kept his appointm ent, and 
m et her, and after that while walking with 
her, the deceased, unexpectedly to the de­ 
fendant, violently assaulted him . 
In that 
assault the defendant fired the fatal shot, 
the result of which was the death of Mr. 
Snook. In law and facts it was self-defense. 
The law of the State of Catifornia and of 
this country provides that a man has the 
right to defend his life and the live3 of 
his relatives in proper case, and it becomes 
a question of fact w hether he acts upon 
such circumstances as wonld appear reason­ 
able. The defendant being suddenly as­ 
saulted in that m anner bad a right to de­ 
fend him self to a reasonable extent. 
I do 
not know how he could tell w bat was to 
come next. 
H e had received two blows, 
and he could not tell if he was to receive a 
third blow, a shot from a pistol or a thrust 
from a knife. H e was attacked by a man 
larger physically and stronger than him ­ 
self. All the testim ony shows that he en­ 
deavored to resist the assault by backing 
fifteen or twenty feet. Ii he was assaulted 
as he states, he had a perfect right to de­ 
fend bis life and person, even to the taking 
of life. 
Under such circumstances no man 
is required to wait. 
MRS. ORR's TESTIMONY. 
“ Mrs. Orr's story,” continued 
Judge 
Buckley, "I do not in the m ain believe. 
I do not believe that anybody, outside of 
those interested in the prosecution of this 
case, believes her story. She is contra­ 
dicted on m aterial point3 by ten reputable 
witness. If I were the prosecuting attor­ 
ney of this county I would prosecute her 
for peijury. I should do that in the inter­ 
ests of justice and hum anity. Miss Whee- 
Ian’s story I pay little "attention to. I 
think Mrs. Orr’s advice was to have this 
defendaut punished, and I think that was 
her only purpose for going to the Plaza that 
night. 
“I have listened patiently to the testi 
m ony in this case, and I realized that it was 
a serious one—one which involved the 
death of agenttem an I was acquainted with 
personally, and for whom I entertained re­ 
spect. 
I think he iost his life for a woman 
who did not deserve such a sacrifice. I do 
not think that, if held to answer, a jury 
would convict the defendant. I am very 
sorry the affair occurred, and I think the 
defendant is, to~. In the face of the facts 
I have gone over, I do not think the de­ 
fendant should be held for m urder, and he 
is accordingly discharged.'' 
Several of C halm an’s friends in the audi­ 
ence applauded the decision. Cbalman 
im m ediately left the place in a hack, ac­ 
companied by Mr. Johnson, his attorney.

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


POUNDMASTEH O’NEILL 
ACCUSED OF 
AN ILLEGAL ACT. 


T h e C ity T ru stees F ix a S ca le o f P r ic e s 


for P r in tin g —A n o th er C om p lain t 


A b o u t a S ew er N u isa n ce. 


Engineer W illiams, of the W ater W orks, 
reported that 19,625,000 gallons of water 
had been pum ped during the week, the 
H olly pum p running 168 hours. 
Mayor Gregory, A uditor McKee and O. 
B. Terrill, appointed by the Board to de­ 
cide upon a rate to be paid for city print­ 
ing, reported as follow s: For printing 5,000 
item s demands, $5; 6,000 assessment lists, 
$7 50 ; 6,000 tax receipts, $7 50 ; 2,000 city 
licenses, $6 50; 800 dog licenses, $5 50; 
5,000 city warrants, $9; 20,000 water re­ 
ceipts, $-1; 1,000 paper tags, $4; supple­ 
m ent to the Great Register, $15; 4.000 letter 
heads, $5 50; 1,000 complaints, $4 50. 
A discussion 
followed 
regaiding the 
printing of supplem ents to the Great Regis­ 
ter for the approaching prim ary election. 
The m atter was finally laid over one week. 
H enry Dehn was granted ninety days’ 
extension of tim e in which to complete 
the contract for improving Twenty-eighth 
street, from I to K. 
B. Labs was also gianted ninety days in 
which to complete his contract for im prov­ 
ing S street, from Front to Second. 
It was ordered, on m otion of Trustee 
M cLaughlin, that L. C. Chandler, agent 
for the owner of the property on the north 
side of I street, between Third and Fourth, 
be required to commence work on the 
stone sidewalk, heretofore ordered, w ithin 
ten days, the same to be completed w ithin 
thirty days. If the order should not bs 
complied with, the City Engineer will be 
instructed to have the work done at the 
expense of the city, the property to be 
held for the am ount. 
Mr. F ry appeared before the Board on 
behalf of citizens on F ront street, and 
complained that some parties leave wood 
and lum ber on that street for several weeks 
at a time. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said he had spoken 
to the owners of the lum ber and wood fre­ 
quently about the m atter, but the streets 
had been so bad that they could not haul 
their stuff away. 
The parties complained of were cited to 
appear before the Board and explain their 
conduct. 
A communication was received from the 
Board oí Fire Commissioners, askiug the 
Board to levy a tax of 31 cents on each $100 
for the uses of the Fire Department. 
The Trustees of the City Free Library 
also addressed the Board, asking for a tax 
levy of 5 cents on each $100. 
R. W . Parker reported that he had made 
an estimate of the expense of improving 
Tenth street from O to the City Cemetery,and 
that it would be about $ 1 37 per front 
foot. 
Action in the m atter was deferred until 
the City Attorney could be heard from, on 
the legal points involved. 
City Treasurer Gerber reported as follows

Matt. F. Johnson appeared before the 
Board and rem inded the Trustees of the 
m any complaints m ade last year against 
the condition of the Seventeenth-street 
sewer, and to the fact that nothing had 
been done toward abating the nuisance. 
There had been m any cases of sickness 
caused last year, and delegation after dele­ 
gation of citizens had called upon the 
Board and asked and demanded relief. 
They had always 
been treated courte­ 
ously, and the Board had made very nice 
promises, and that was the last of it. The 
tax-payers and residents of that portion of 
the city now demanded that definite action 
be taken in the m atter before hot weather 
sets in. 
M ayor Gregory said he was in favor of 
having the work done as soon as the condi­ 
tions were favorable, and of having the 
new tax levy provide for the expense 
thereof. 
Trustee W olf expressed a like sentim ent, 
and the Board unanim ously passed an 
order to the effect that the work should be 
commenced on or about the 1st of May. 
Mrs. Fred. Lindner made a complaint to 
the Board that a dog belonging to her had 
been taken by the Poundm aster about 1 
o’clock on Friday, and was killed before 9 
o’clock the next morning. 
As the ordinance allows the owners of 
im pounded dogs forty-eight hours in which 
to redeem them , the Board passed an order 
citing Poundm aster O’Neill to appear be­ 
fore that body at 2 o’clock p. m., and answer 
tfie complaint against him . 
Sparrow Sm ith, representing the prop- 
erty-owners on O street, between Front and 
Second, who had protested against the 
grading of that block, appeared before the 
Board and stated that the object in pro­ 
testing was that they desired to be in a po­ 
sition to benefit by any advantages that 
may be derived from the formation of a 
citizens’ grading company. They wanted 
the block graded, and in the best m anner 
possible; and if such a company should 
not be organized they would not only w ith­ 
draw their remonstrance but would sign a 
petition to have the work done. 
The Board, on this showing, ordered the 
postponement of the work until summer. 
At 3 o’clock the Poundm aster had Dot 
put in an appearance to answer the charge 
against him . 
Mr. and Mrs. Lindner were present with 
their counsel, Mr. Estabrook. The latter 
stated that the Poundm aster had been in­ 
formed that the dog was a valuable one, 
but he had killed the auim al within less 
than one day, while the ordinance gives 
the owner forty-eight hours in which to re­ 
deem such anim al. 
H is clients were pre- 
pated to prove that the dcg had been killed 
w ithin twenty-four hours. 
The Board decided to hear the case this 
m orning at 10:30 o’clock, and the police 
were notified to have the tardy Poundm as­ 
ter present at that time. 
A resolution of intention was passed for 
the im provem ent of the alley between J 
and K, Fifth and Sixth streets. 
Adjourned till this morning. 


PREMATURELY KILLED. 


Im p o u n d ed D o g s Said to Suffer th e D ea tli 
P e n a lty to o Soon . 
Fred Lindner and wife yesterday com­ 
plained to the City Trustees that Pound­ 
master O’Neill had killed a valuable h u n t­ 
ing dog belonging to them inside of twenty - 
lour hours after im pounding the anim al. 
The Trustees im m ediately sent a police­ 
m an after the Poundm aster, in order to 
give him an opportunity to explain his ac­ 
tions, but he did not show tip, and a spe­ 
cial m eeting of the Board will be held this 
forenoon to inquire into the charge against 
him. 
Mr. and Mrs. Lindner allege that the dog 
was taken about 1 o’clock last Friday after­ 
noon; that, owing to the m anner of its 
capture, the Poundm aster was informed 
that it 
was a 
valuable 
anim al, 
and 
cautioned against disposing of it w ithin the 
tim e allowed for redemption: that about 9 
o’clock the next m orning their son was 
sent to the Pound to redeem the dog, and 
that he was referred to its dead carcass and 
told to take it if he wanted to. 
The ordinance allows forty-eight honrs 
in which to redeem impounded dogs, and 
if Poundm aster O'Neill hss been violating 
the law, the Trustees can do no less than 
dismiss him from office. 
It is not unlikely 
that the owners of the dog will cause his 
arrest and prosecution, and perhaps also 
sue him or his bondsmen for damages. 
The Poundm aster’s side of the story has 
not yet been heard.

C E R O S IM O ’S BAND. 


A V igorous P ro te st A g ain st I ts R em o v al 
to F o rt sill. 
WxsHiNGTOK.February 10 th.—The House 
Committee on Indian Átíairs to-day took 
up the Senate joint resolution, authorizing 
the removal of the Apache Indians (pris­ 
oners) from Marion Baracks, Alabama, to 
the Fort Sill reservation, Indian Territory. 
Lieutenant Lawton testified th at if the 
Apaches became dissatisfied at Fort Sill, 
they could easily 
return to their old 
haunts. 
The sanitary conditions at Fort 
Sill, he said, are poor, and it is known as 
one of the worst posts in the country. 
Gerónimo, the leader of the Apaches, has 
been on the w ar-path at least three times. 
W . H . H. Llewellyn, of New Mexico, and 
Brewster Cameron, of Arizona, protested 
earnestly against the 
rem oval of 
the 
Apaches 
to Fort Sill. 
T he testim ony 
of these two gentlemen was in line with 
the protest signed by them and sent out 
several days since. 
C’ameron said there need be no trouble 
about getting a reservation east cf the 
Mississippi. The people of Arizona and 
New Mexico would themselves pay for 
enough laud in V erm ont to settle the In ­ 
dians. 
Delegate Sm ith of Arizona said this move­ 
m ent in behalf of thesick Indians is due to 
sickly sentim entality in the East. W itness 
said if the Indians were to be treated with 
such consideration it m ight be well to give 
the w hite m an a show. These Indians, if 
they once get back to the west side of the 
great river, will find their way to the San 
Carlos Agency, and Gerónimo would never 
rest until he bad stirred up trouble. 
If the cloud of their presence is to be 
cast over the people of Arizona, Sm ith 
said, it would be ju st as well to bring the 
Indians back to 
the 
W hite M onntain 
Reservation at once, and go through the 
experience prior to 1S87 again. 
If the 
Governm ent will take one-third of the 
m oney it has expended for agricultural 
im plem ents, by which it has endeavored to 
teach Gerónimo and his Indians the arts 
of peace, it can buy a reservation for them 
east of the Mississippi river and build each 
of them a house. 
T he proposed removal of the Apaches, 
Sm ith said, would paralyze every industry 
in A r zina, and the people of the Territory 
enter a very vigorous protest against it, be­ 
lieving it would be a very great outrage. 


S IO l'X COM MISSION. 


I t A sk s C ongress fo r L eg islatio n an d 
A p p ro p riatio u s. 
W a sh in g to n , February 10th.—President 
H arrison sent to Congress the report ot the 
Sioux Commission. In the letter of trans­ 
m ittal he says the Commissioners had no 
right to bind Congress or the Executive by 
their construction of the statute, but they 
were the agents of the U nited State3 first to 
subm it a definite proposition for the ac­ 
ceptance of the Indians, and that failing to 
agree upon the modified term s to be sub­ 
m itted to Congress, the ratification of good 
faith dem ands that if the U nited States 
accepts the land ceded, the beneficial con­ 
struction of the Act given by our agents 
should also be adm itted and observed. 
The Secretary of the Interior subm itted 
a draft of a bill em bodying the recom­ 
m endations of the Commission, requiring 
legislation and an appropriation necessary 
to carry into effect the provisions of the 
Act. 
The President says these 
should be 
prom ptly made and be im m ediately avail­ 
able. The bill provides for the following 
appropriations: 
For 10,000 cows and 400 bulls, $400,000. 
For m ilch cows, harness, farm ing im ­ 
plements and bouses, $50 each, and for 
Indians taking allotments, $380,000. 
For day schools, teachers and furniture, 
w ith provision for compulsory attendance 
of children, $150,000. 
For thirty school buildings, $30,000. 
For one vear’s interest on $3,000,000, 
$100,000. 
To pav for ponies taken by the m ilitary, 
$200,000’

T h e A jip o iu tm en t o f a C olored G irl K icks

the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
Each printer has an assistant, who is a 
female. 
T he woman places the paper upon the 
plate in the press and removes it after the 
impression is made, while the printer 
works the press and inks the plate. 
The printer is paid by the piece and his 
pay is inclusive of the labor of his assist­ 
ant, so that he feels that he should be per­ 
m itted to hire his own assistant since he 
has to pay her. 
Senator Hiscock recently had a young 
colored woman from New Y ork appointed 
as an assistant in the bureau, and she was 
assigned to one of the printers w ithout his 
consultation or advice, and there is a revolt 
against the practice. The contest threatens 
to involve the united labor unions in the 
D istrict. 


BA LLO T-BO X FO RG ERY .

W a sh in g to n , February 10th.—The Presi­ 
dent has nom inated Charles Em ory Smith, 
of Philadelphia, tobe M inister to Russia, iu 
place of Allen Thorndike Rice, deceased. 
(Charles Emory Smith was bora in Mansfield, 
Conn., on the 18th of February, 1842. He be­ 
came editor of the Albany Express in 1855, and 
of the Albany Journal in 1S7Ü, and since 1880 has 
conducted the Philadelphia Press. 
He was 
President of the New York State Press Associa­ 
tion in 1S74, and delivered the annual address 
at its meeting. He was a Regent of the Univer­ 
sity of the State of New Y’ork in 1879-80, a dele­ 
gate to the National Republican Conventions of 
1875 and 1888, and has repeatedly served in State 
Conventions. He was temporary and perm a­ 
nent Chairman of the Pennsylvania Convention 
of 1879.1

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington F ebrusir 10th.—In the Senate 
to-dav, among the petitions presented and re­ 
ferred. was one from the Indianapolis Board of 
Trade, asking the repeal of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Act. and one from Mississippi and Georgia, 
praving tor the passage of a national law to 
secure the right of suffrage and for the enforce­ 
m ent of the Fifteenth Amendment. 
Bills making appropriations lor public build­ 
ings were reported and placed on the calendar,

A bill was passed in relation to the arrest of 
offenders against the United States escaping 
from ore district or State to another.

The great object of the Gorernmcnt, as 
proclaimed by the Declaration of Independence, 
was to secure the inalienable rights of its citi­ 
zens. The minority had asked for rules, but for 
rules which, while providing for the procedure 
of business, wou'.d preserve and protect tbe 
rights of the minority. 
Bayne of Pennsylvania justified the Commit­ 
tee on Rules in bringing in the proposed code, 
arguing that it would facilitate the transaction 
of business, and prevent the minority from nul­ 
lifying the will of the majority of the represent­ 
atives of the people. 
Blount of Georgia made an argument in oppo­ 
sition to the proposed rules, dwelling with es­ 
pecial antagonism upon the clause making 100 
members a quorum in a Committee of the 
Whole. Pending the discussion, the House ad­ 
journed.
